Hall Explains Beef With State BOE, 


Grand Jury, Supervisor Fusselman 


County Assessor George Hall, a 
good man with anecdote?, told the 
Tiburón Property Owners Associa­ 
tion a few last night to illustrate 
why he is “at loggerheads” with 
the State Board of Equalization, 
“in a very difficult situation" with 
the board of supervisors, and being 
“severely censured" by the grand 
jury. 
For instance, Hall related, there 
was the case of the man who had 
filed two contradictory property 
statements on his business—“one 
of (themi was perjured." And this 
man and his “huge son" came to 
Hall s office to complain when Hall 
billed him on the basis of the first 
and larger statement. 
DIRTY FACE 
“They were very rude,” Hall said. 
•They chewed me up and down, 
using very abusive language. And 
finally I looked at this guy, the 
son, and asked him, ‘How long has 
it been since you washed your 
faoe? It looks dirty and I’d Just 
like to know how long it’s been.’ 
“Well," Hall said mournfully, 
“they took it to the grand jury, 
and (the jury) censured me se­ 
verely for being ruda over the 
counter." 
Hall spoke before an audience 
of some 10 people, depleted by 


other meeting? in the area, at the 
Corinthian Yacht Club. He won 
sympathetic reception for his ex­ 
planations of why the county re­ 
appraisal program has been hcid 
up, and made statements which 
indicated heTelt the program had 
created an “explosive situation." 
Hall told another anecdote 
about why the grand jury and 
he don’t get along. 
“The foreman of the jury," he 
said, “likes the humane society. 
And he wanted me to exempt it 
as if it were a welfare organiza­ 
tion. Well, I sent all the neces­ 
sary forms to the board of equal­ 
ization, and they said no. They 
said charity applied to human 
beings but not dogs. 
“So they turned the poor man 
down, and he’s mad and he hap­ 
pen^ to be the foreman of the 
grand jury. W’ell, it’s too bad, 
but those things happen." 
The issue over which Hall and 
the jury disagree primarily is the 
one of reappraisal of property as 
ordered by the state BOE. Hall 
maintains he is hamstrung because 
he has not been given budget 
monies he asked to hire a special 
staff of appraisers to push the 
program to completion. 
“At one end of the building (the

He explained, however, that 55

i “substantially upwards.” 
He said downtown business prop- 
j erties and most industries are 
! presently appraised “far too low," 
and so are a number of ranch 
lands “particularly those on the j ers 


| highway north of San Rafael.” 
j 
Hall said his formula for the 
appraisals was one of replacement 
costs—“a willing buyer and a will­ 
ing seller" — minus depreciation, 
with details of the formula pre­ 
scribed by the state. 
The replacement cost is based on 
1946-47 prices (about $4.50 to $5 
per square foot), he said, but 
“since we are only appraising at 
37*4 per cent of the value, it actu­ 
ally makes the replacement cost 
about the same as in the late 
1930s." He explained th at the 
•state’s recommended formula was 
an appraisal at 50 per cent of re­ 
placement costs. 
“The state wants us to appraise 
at 50 per cent because th at’s their 
formula for appraising public util­ 
ities. But they’ve appraised utilities 
in this county at $13,000,000, mean­ 
ing that the utilities are only 
worth $26,000|000. Now th at’s way 
off.

“There is a time bomb in the courthouse that is going off 
in just 12 minutes. Warn as many people as you can.” 
Skeptical of the report, Mrs. Azevedo attempted to »tall 
the caller by asking his name. “There’s no time to waste by

Bloodhound 
Aids Search

A bloodhound was added to the 
search party in the Tomales Bay 
area late yesterday hunting for 
17-year-old Dennis Junker of Mill 
Valley.

The guards used buckshot riot 
guns to keep prisoners in the area 
and away from the growing crowd 
of onlookers. 
Deputies also cleared the court­ 
house of the employees who were 
working during the Coliynbus Day 
holiday. A few ordinary residents 
were found in the building and 
also warned. 
After the 12-minute period had 
passed without an explosion, Dis­ 
trict Attorney William O. Weissich 
and Undersheriff Don Midyett en­ 
tered the threatened structure and 
made a preliminary check in all 
rooms that were unlocked. 
At 4 p.m. they decided to return 
prisoners to their cells.

Dewey Demands Ouster Of

ALBANY, N Y. OJ.R)—Gov. Thom­ 
as E. Dewey laid his party leader­ 
ship and possibly his entire po­ 
litical future on the line today in 
his fight to oust acting Lt. Gov.

A Fair Trial 
For Taft-Hartley 


The new administration’s first use of the 
emergency provisions of the Taft-Hartley 
Law could to some extent provide a new' 
yardstick of the effectiveness of that measure 
in healing industry-wide labor-management 
disputes. This is the first test of the law un­ 
der an administration favorable to it in gen­ 
eral. President Eisenhower wants it only 
amended, President Truman wanted it re­ 
pealed. 


Truman invoked the Taft-Hartlev emer­ 
gency provisions on 10 occasions after the 
law went into effect in June 1947—in seven 
cases in 1948, and in one each in 1950, 1951, 
and 1952. In three of the disputes, all in 
1948, no injunctions were issued. In two of

T he 
people insist on remaining informed so that 
they may retain control over the instruments 
they have created.” 
As we say, the council owes to the public 
an explanation of what has transpired. Ac­ 
tually, the council should have conducted 
its deliberations on this matter openly. Be­ 
cause when the deliberations are conducted 
in seciet—as these apparently were—we can 
never be sure that we get the full and 
straight siory later. 
Rumors are a dime a do^en around the 
city hall and on the street corners of San 
Rafael: 


these three, a settlement was reached with­ 
out any strike and before the fact-finding 
board had made its initial report. In cases 
in 1950 and 1951 settlements were reached 
less than a month after temporary injunc­ 
tions had been issued.

58 Million 
Taxpayers 
Get Break

WASHINGTON (IP) — Despite 
continued high defense spend­ 
ing and acute budget problems, 
the government plans to give 
about 58 million individual in­ 
come taxpayers a tax cut start­ 
ing Jan. 1. 
The reduction, the first since 
IMS, will be about 10 per cent 
for the great bulk of tax payers. 
But the percentage drops sharp­ 
ly In the higher income brackets 
—down to only one per cent for 
a single man making one million 
dollars a year. 
The Eisenhower administration 
is pledged to let the reduction 
take effect, barring an 
unex­ 
pected and extreme emergency. 
Due to expire on the same date 
is the excess profits tax on bus­ 
inesses. 


THE INCOME TAX change 
will cost 
the 
Treasury 
about 
three billion dollars a year in 
revenue, at a time when high 
spending throws a shadow over 
efforts to balance the budget. 
But 1954 is an election year, 
and few if any voices have been 
raised against the reduction. If 
more revenue is needed, it will 
be sought elsewhere. 
The prospective 
cut 
follows 
two increases voted after the 
Korean War started. It merely 
cancels the second increase, in 
1951. So you’ll still be paying 
more than you did, say, in 1949. 


REPUBLICANS and Democrats 
already are squabbling over who 
should get credit for the cut. 
Democrats say it’s their feat, be­ 
cause they were the majority 
party when Congress wrote the 
Jan. 1 expiration date into that 
1951 law. But Republicans say no 
tax cuts would be possible now 
if they hadn’t made big reduc­ 
tions in federal appropriations. 
At any rate, revnue officials 
caution against counting your 
chickens before they hatch. They 
point out the reduction starts on 
Jan. 1. But you don’t file re­ 
turns on 1954 income until 1955. 
So when you fill out those re­ 
turns next March, you’ll still be 
dealing with 1953 income — at 
the higher rate. 


BIG IMMEDIATE effect will 
be on some 46 million workers 
whose income taxes are deducted 
from paychecks. After Jan. 1. 
the payroll withholding rate will 
be reduced from 20 per cent to 
18 per cent of your income, after 
allowances for yourself and each 
dependent. 
For a single person with no de­ 
pendents and making less than 
$2,000, the percentage reduction 
under this year’s tax bill will be 
99.9 per cent. It climbs gradu­ 
ally to 10.7 per cent at $10,000 
income and then drops to 7.3 per 
cent at $50,000 income, 1.9 per 
cent at $300,000. 


FOR A MARRIED couple with 
two children, the reduction starts 
at 9.9 per cent in low income 
levels and rises to 10.7 per cent 
at $20,000. then drops to 7.4 per 
cent at $100,000, 3 per cent at 
$300,000. and 1.6 per cent at one 
million dollars. 
Dollarwise, for a worker with 
no dependents, the annual re­ 
duction amounts to $8.80 at $1,000 
income, $54.40 at $3,000, $108 at 
$5,000. $212 at $8,000, 
$292 
at 
*10,000, $820 at $20,000, $2,890 at 
$100,000, and $10,000 at one mil­ 
lion dollars. 


FOR A MARRIED couple with 
two dependents, the dollar re­ 
ductions would be $13.20 at $3,000 
income. $57.20 at $5,000, $129.60 
at $8,000, $181.60 at $10,000, $536 
at $20,000, $4,120 at $100,000 and 
$13,768 at one million dollars. 
The minimum rate on taxable 
income drops from 22.2 per cent 
to 20 per cent. The maximum 
rate on income above $300,000 
drops from 92 to 91 per cent. And 
tfce maximum rate for any Sne 
taxpayer’s overall income drops 
from 88 to 87 per cent.

Morocco — What the 
complex of United 
States 
Air 
Force bases in French Morocco 
needs most today is a restate­ 
ment of its mission. 
It would also like to know ex­ 
actly where it stands with respect 
to the French with whom, by the 
way, present commanders are 
getting along very well. 
Once the 
responsible 
people 
here know the present intentions 
of Congress and the country with 
respect to their job, they ask 
only to be given the tools to get 
on with it. 
This is the view — almost the 
appeal — of both the Air Force 
and the Army Engineers who are 
doing the actual construction. 


A FEW FACT8 tell the story 
of their present frustrations. 
In the fever heat of planning 
which followed the Truman de­ 
cision to make a stand in Korea 
against Communist imperialism, 
the Air Force got congressional 
approval for a 
chain of five 
bases in French Morocco. The 
money — about $400,006,000 — 
was 
appropriated, 
agreements 
negotiated with the French for 
the preferred sites, and the work 
begun. 
Not one of these bases is com­ 
pleted today. Two ha^e not even 
been started. Nouasseur, near 
Casablanca, which has supply 
responsibilities for the 
entire 
complex, Tripoli and the Middle 
East, plus a Strategic Air Com­ 
mand commitment, is 75 per cent 
completed, Bkli Slimane 85 per 
cent, and Benguerir 50 per cent. 
Thus none is fully operational — 
though it would be a severe mis­ 
take for Russia to count on it. 


TO SAY THAT a base has a 
SAC commitment is menely a 
dry way of pointing out that it 


can handle the B-36's which can 
deliver the atomic and/or hydro­ 
gen bomb to the enemy. Sidi Sli­ 
mane and Benguerir are SAC 
bases, though it is not intended 
to station anything but fighters 
here permanently. 
A subcommittee of the Senate 
Armed Services committee whose 
members are Senators Case, Duff 
and Stennis has been inspecting 
the area. They have been as- 
■ured by Gen. W. K. Wilson Jr., 
present chief of the Army En­ 
gineers in the 
Mediterranean, 
that the five bases can be com­ 
pleted for the original $400,000.- 
000. 
General Wilson took over last 
April; the Nouasseur command­ 
er. Gen. James L. Jackson, iii 
May. By tacit agreement here 
as elsewhere in Morocco, the old 
headaches which won the Moroc­ 
can project so much unfavorable 
notice are being ignored. 
CONGRESSIONAL committees 
delved into that history at some 
length but failed to find any cul­ 
prit who could not rather plaus­ 
ibly pass the back to someone 
else for such gross errors as the 
Nouasseur runway which had to 
be entirely resurfaced.

trouble was the hurry in which 
everything was attempted. Thus 
initial errors were compounded * 
and repeated; things made to do 
which should have been scrapped 
after one experience.

EXPERTS DO NOT agree on 
the causes of youthful misbe­ 
havior, but an FBI study lists 
the following as conditions which 
appear “with regularity" in ju­ 
venile cases: 
Poor home conditions, availa­ 
bility of salacious literature, lack 
of religion, physical and mental 
defects, youth 
gang 
activities, 
and failure to provide prompt de­ 
tection and punishment. 
In recent years there has been 
a tendency to class the delin­ 
quent as a troubled youngster, 
rather than a bad one. However, 
J. Edgar Hoover has repeatedly 
warned against 
the 
“maudlin 
sentimentality’’ which excuses de­ 
linquents because of their ten­ 
der years and is responsible for 
regulations which hamper the po­ 
lice in dealing with hardened 
teen-agers.

AFFAIRS OF STATE 
Roadside 
Rests Plan 


Expensive

SACRAMENTO 
(CNS) — A 
reasonable sample of how gov­ 
ernment costa balloon, and how 
the many service* demanded by 
the people of the state confound 
the budget makers, can be seen 
in the 
proposal 
to 
establish 
“roadside 
rest 
areas’* 
along 
California highway«. 
* 
There appears to be no oppo­ 
sition to rest areas of this type. 
In fact, most of the motoring 
public will agree that a place to 
turn out along a busy highway 
and relax for a brief time, is 
highly desirable in this modern 
age of motor travel. 


IN ADDITION, the roadside 
rest area could be something of 
a deterrent to accidents if they 
were used frequently by people 
taking long drives. It is estab­ 
lished that a rest period once 
in a while from the wheel, while 
on a long trip, tends to combat 
fatigue. 
And as a place to eat lunch, 
if motorists carry their lunches 
any more, a rest area with picnic 
tables, would be highly desirable. 
Such a place would give the mo­ 
torist an opportunity to rest, en­ 
joy the scenery and relax. 


AFTER LOOKING at all the 
arguments in favor of the road- 
aide rest areas, it would appear 
their establishment is “in the 
bag." 
But on the other hand, the lit­ 
tle problem of financing rears 
its ugly head. This brings out 
some 
fundamental 
questions 
about the government 
of 
the 
state. 
First, should the taxpayer be 
assessed monies for luxuries that 
are not necessary? The state of 
California has gotten along for 
years without roadside rest areas, 
and it is reasonably certain au­ 
tomobile travel will not decrease 
in the years to come if no auch 
areas are not established. 


SECOND, in what priority of 
importance would roadside rest 
areas be included? Is it more 
important to spend several hun­ 
dred thousand dollars for instal­ 
lations of this type than it is to 
provide more space for the un­ 
fortunates who depend on state 
aid for their care? 
Third, in a fiscal situation as 
it exisits at the present time, with 
revenues predicted 
a 
hundred 
million dollars under proposed 
expenditures, is it feasible to 
even think of Instituting new 
governmental services, a com­ 
bination of which could ultimate­ 
ly increase taxes? 


FOURTH, if consideration is 
given to taking funds from tide- 
land oil revenues, as is suggested 
by Mrs. Pauline Davis, assem­

But, it is pointed out, the very 
people who support the program 
would be the first to howl tha 
loudest in the event a tax in­ 
crease is put upon the people. 


THE ROADSIDE program in 
itself probably would not result 
in a general tax increase.

conceivably would run the costs 
of government higher with tha 
eventual necessity of squeezing 
more money out of the taxpayer. 
So it’s a matter for the public 
to decide, whether it wants to 
pay for additional services, or 
whether it wants to get along 
with what the government al­ 
ready gives.

LEAKE SAYS: 
Liquor Industry Suffers 
From Too Many Bars 


‘The existence in California of 
so many bars and other liquor out­ 
lets makes it extremely difficult 
for a legitimate, honest liquor 
dealer to operate at a profit,” said 
Paul R. Leake, member of the 
State Board of Equalization, as 
he addressed Rotarians in Aubum 
(Placer county) today. 
‘‘Many wholesale liquor distrib­ 
utors are panicky over the situa­ 
tion,” Leake said. 
‘‘Many licensees cannot pay their 
b ill^ th e old axiom of supply and 
demand has caught up with them,” 
Leake added. 
The Woodland editor, member 
of the board from the third dis­ 
trict, reported that he and other 
members were ‘‘deluged last week 
with requests from wholesalers for 
a board policy restricting credit. 
‘‘Many wholesalers claimed their 
days in business are numbered un­ 
less the board would rescue them 
with a regulation limiting credit,” 
said Leake. 
Retailers raised serious objec­ 
tion. 


* DIDNT VOTE 
Leake said that he did not vote 
on the proposal at the last meet­ 
ing because he felt that he did 
not know enough about it and 
there was some doubt as to its 
constitutionality. 
‘‘With other members of the 
board, it Was an old question; with 
me, it was a brand new prob­ 
lem and I wanted time to give it 
more serious study and considera­ 


tion,” Leake said. ‘‘It was one of 
those controversies where there 
could be honest conflict in opin­ 
ion.” 


The board voted last Thursday in 
favor of the proposal. 
‘‘It was back in December that 
a few eyebrows were raised as I 
charged that there are faF too 
many liquor outlets in California— 
to be specific, one premises for 
every 272 persons,” Leake remind­ 
ed his listeners. 
‘‘The board probably would not 
have had the controversial credit 
limitation plan to consider, if it 
were not for the fact that so many 
licensees are unable to pay their 
bills because of excessive competi­ 
tion,” said Leake. 
‘‘Many violations are due to the 
fact that the state has too many 
licensees. 
‘‘If the board’s new credit limi­ 
tation rule has the effect of elim­ 


inating an undesirable element 
from th ^ saloon business, it will 
justify itself,” Leake continued. 


CURTAILMENT SEEN 
“Giving 
t h e 
wholesalers 
a 
stronger hand in refusing to serv­ 
ice retailers who are chronic dead 
beats was certainly deserving of 
thought. It might enable the in­ 
dustry to get rid of the bad act­ 
ors who make it so difficult for 
honest persons in the business to 
survive. I was more concerned with 
that aspect of the controversy 
than any other. 


“All that this board member has 
been asking the hard liquor in­ 
terests to do is to eliminate those 
whose misconduct endangers the 
security and perpetuation of their 
own business. 


Another significant development 
along the liquor front, according 
to Leake, came a few days ago 
when 
Attorney 
General 
“Pat” 
Brown ruled that “If a licensee or 
an applicant for a license engages 
in illegal activities, such as gam­ 
bling or pandering, it is not neces­ 
sary that the illegal act take place 
on the licensed premises, or that 
the licensee be convicted of the 
offehse before the board can re­ 
fuse a license or revoke one al­ 
ready granted.”

Teaching children about the 
United Nations is more than a re­ 
cital of textbook facts and figures. 
It can best be taught by guiding 
pupils to a democratic point of 
view on a world level by encourag­ 
ing them to live the democratic 
way of life in school and at play.

Among 
them, said Mrs. Cowan, are the 
art of reaching an agreement 
through compromise and the art 
of democratic discussion in the 
classroom. 
LEARN TOLERANCE 
Children are not born with tol­ 
erance; they learn it, Mrs. Cowan 
emphasized. In order to learn it, 
they must live in an atmosphere 
where the individual's attitude is 
valid no matter what his creed or 
color. 
In Marin schools where hetero­ 
geneous classroom grouping is rare.

When my mother, on her only 
trip abroad, saw the toy dairy of 
the Petit Trianon at Versailles, 
she laughed and laughed at the 
idea of Marie Antoinette playing 
at being a milkmaid. It struck 
Mama, who had churned so many 
pounds from necessity, as extra­ 
ordinary that a queen should make 
butter for amusement. 
I’m sure Papa, if he we»*e alive 
today, would be equally surprised 
and amused if he should drive 
past any of our suburbs on a 
spring week-end and see city men 
awkwardly chopping trees, spread­ 
ing fertilizer and spading garden 
plots just for fun. Papa did these 
things all his life, but he did them 
so that we could live. 
If I had tried to explain hobbies 
to either of my parents, they 
would have been a little uncom­ 
prehending, I think, though Mama 
certainly had an unrecognized one 
in the small flower garden she al­ 
ways made whenever we moved 
from one farmhouse to another. 
She never had much time for pam­ 
pering her sweet peas and nastur- 


corar animal miniatures. For quite 
a while I haunted shops, antique 
and modern, and proudly showed 
my collection, perhaps to prove 
that at last I’d arrived at a point 
where I didn’t have to spend every 
single cent just to live. As soon as 
this was clear to myself, I lost in­ 
terest in the little animals. 
A real hobby ought to have a 
better basis than that and I think 
most of them do. Important busi­ 
ness men who take to farms and 
find pleasure working with their 
hands are probably trying to get 
back to simpler, less involved ways 
of living. A doctor told me the 
other day that some of these city 
men turned rustic have saved 
their own lives. 
A collecting hobby will often 
turn a dull stay-at-home into an 
enthusiastic traveller ecstatically 
prowling among obscure shops in 
search of buttons, bottles, door 
knockers or hair lockets. I know 
one person who’s had to buy two 
extra houses because she now col­ 
lects everything. Irene Castle gath­ 
ers up so many stray animals it 
takes six buildings to hold them.

I’ve thought of a possible hobby 
he*' tor myself all bound up in a wist- 
ful childhood ambition. I always 
pleasure all the more intense 
In fact, I firmly believe that in 
her experience lies the formula for 
a successful hobby. If you spend 
all day making model ships, gar­ 
dening. or, wood carving, half the 
fun is lost, and you may even get 
bored. This is only a theory, for 
nearest I’ve come so far to hav­ 
ing a hobby was a good many 
years ago when I’d managed to 
save up a little money and com­ 
menced collecting crystal, jade and 


wanted to sing and play the piano, 
but I can’t carry a tune and we 
couldn’t 
afford 
piano 
teachers 
early enough for the lessons to do 
any good. I might take up a new 
sort of harp which has keys that 
have the notes lettered so you just 
press and strum.

Takes Look 
At Baseball 


Is It A Sport 
Or Big Business, 
Plaintiffs Ask 


By JACK CUDDY 
NEyr YORK (U.R)—The »tatus of 
organized baseball, and perhaps 
the survival of the game as it 
has been known for 30 years, was 
placed today before the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 
The key question from the lay­ 
m an’s point of view is this: is 
baseball a sport or interstate com­ 
merce? 
From the laywers’ point of view 
it’s this: Do the operations of farm 
systems reaching across s t a t e 
boundaries and the income derived 
by baseball from radio and tele­ 
vision bring organized baseball un­ 
der the Sherman Anti-Trust law? 
The legal battle is expected to 
be waged for at least five or six 
weeks. 
WANT A RULING 
Specifically, the plaintiffs are 
asking the Supreme Court to over­ 
rule a decision made in the fed­ 
eral league case 30 years ago that 
baseball is a sport, not a trade, 
and that the inter-state aspects of 
the game are “incidental” to Its 
survival. 
Frederick Johnson, chief attor­ 
ney for the three plaintiffs, is ex­ 
pected to 
trgue that 'organized 
baseball’s reliance on radio and 
television is no longer “incidental.” 
He will claim that baseball derives 
about 35 per cent of its income 
from these two sources. 
The first case being heard will 
be that of George Toolson, a New 
York Yankee farmhand who re­ 
fused to report to Binghamton. 
Toolson was placed on the lost of 
ineligible players and barred from 
organized baseball. 
IN DEEP RUT 
Walter Kowalski, plaintiff in the 
second case, signed with Lockport, 
N.Y., in the pony league and then 
was purchased by the Brooklyn 
Dodgers. He played for various 
teams in the Brooklyn farm sys­ 
tem but claims the rules of base­ 
ball prevented him from playing 
in higher classifications than the 
Dodgers assigned him to. 
Jack Corbett, plaintiff In the 
third case, was the owner of the 
El Paso Club in the Arizona-Texas 
league. He signed four ex-Mexican 
league players to contracts after 
a Mexican labor court handed 
down a ruling against the reserve 
clause. 
He will charge that baseball or­ 
dered him to disregard the con­ 
tracts and then fined his club 
when he refused to comply.

; much about the action of animals. 
| 
“It has been my observation in 
studying wild animals that many 
things affect their 
actions. 
If 
man walks upright, does not go 
crouching low to the ground some­ 
what resembling a wolf or a wolv­ 
erine, he can generally get quite 
close to wild animals. I have got­ 
ten as close as 20 feet to the elus­ 
ive and crafty white 
mountain 
sheep, as you will see in my pic­ 
tures. The animals seemed un­ 
afraid—of course they 
couldn’t 
smell me. Man smell must be very 
bad to the sensitive nose of a 
wild animal for it just seems to 
terrify the animal. 


“You may be able to get very 
close to wild animals in one area,” 
said Jim Bond, “whereas in an­ 
other they run for dear life when 
you are still more than a half 
mile away. In one area the ani­ 
mals are living in peace and not 
molested by predators; in the other 
area the animals are bothered by 
wolves and will run from the least 
indication of danger.” And then 
wildlife expert Jim Bond added, 
“You can generally tell if there 
are any w’olves in the country by 
just watching the other animals 
such as moose, caribou and sheep. 
If the animals aren’t nervous, and 
aren’t continually watching in all 
directions for danger, then you 
can be pretty sure that the wolves 
aren’t numerous in the area.” 


When asked how animals get 
along up there in that 
bitterly 
cold country, Jim Bond said. “Bet­ 
ter than you think, and the larg­ 
est game animals we have come 
from that cold country. It’s un- 
believeable, but 2.000-pound moose, 
1,800-pound Alaska brown 
bear 
come out of that country. Those 
animals have thick hides, thick 
and long hair, and cold dry air 
does not seem to hurt them. The 
largest animals on the continent 
come out of that country.”

Berkeley Amnesia Victim 
Regains Memory, Goes Home 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (*V-Demo­ 
crat Thomas A. Burke, 54-year-old 
four-time mayor of Cleveland, to­ 
day holds the Senate post vacant 
since the death of Robert A. Taft 
July 31. 
Gov. Prank J. Lausche of Ohio 
appointed Burke late yesterday. It 
was a surprise announcement by 
the Democratic governor, who 
called his private secretary from 
Cleveland and told her to release 
the news. 


Lausche’s selection of his close 
friend and long-time political ally 
gave the Democratic party a 48-47 
edge in the Senate. The other sen­ 
ator is independent Wayne Morse 
of Oregon. Vice President Nixon 
holds the deciding vote should the 
Senate deadlock. Morse was elect­ 
ed as a Republican but later bolt­ 
ed the party in a hassle over policy. 
The governor said he did not 
speak to Burke prior to the ap­ 
pointment. 
“He had no commitments to me 
of any 
character 
whatsoever,” 
Lausche said, “except that I an­ 
ticipate he will take no action to 
change in any manner the present 
organization of the Senate, and 
that, in the fullfillment of his du­ 
ties he will constantly keep In 
mind the interest and welfare of 
the general public.” 
Some observers interpreted Laus­ 
che’s emphasis on “no commit­ 
ments” as meaning Lausche re-

Burke observed it is not easy to 
follow “a great senator, one of 
the greatest.” 
Burke, like Lausche, is popular 
at the polls. When Lausche re­ 
signed as Cleveland mayor in 1945 
to become governor, he appointed 
Burke. Burke then was elected 
mayor in 1945, 1947, 1949 and 1951 
by overwhelming majorities. Laus­ 
che was the only Democrat to gain 
high state office in the Republi­ 
can landslide last November. 
Burke said he planned to serve 
out his present term, which ends 
Nov. 10 unless business in Wash­ 
ington required his presence there. 
He is a Catholic and holds de­ 
grees from Holy Cross and West­ 
ern Reserve universities. He is 
married, has two married daugh­ 
ters and several grandchildren.

Bonelli Hot Under Collar 
After Leake Disclosures

SACRAMENTO (U.R) — A poli­ 
tical feud appeared to be brewing 
today between William G. Bonelli, 
veteran chairman of the Board of 
Equalization, and Paul R. Leake, 
the "newest member of the board 
and an outspoken critic of the 
state’s liquor control agency. 
The first open indication of the 
differences between the two men 
came at the last meeting of the 
board in Sacramento. 
Bonelli, a,veteran of 15 years of 
service on the board, bluntly told 
Leake to “be more careful when 
you quote activities in my district” 
and later told reporters that Leake 
was spreading “damn humbug.” 
NO BEER LICENSES 
The incident arose because Bo­ 
nelli claimed he had been told that 
Leake had said he (Bonelli) had 
made certain decisisions on the 
board from a “desire to protect 
Gardena poker parlors and their 
liquor licenses.” 
Bonelli hammered home the 
point that none of the Gardena 
poker parlors have so much as a 
beer license. 
“I’ve always been against grant­ 
ing gambling establishments liquor 
licenses,” Bonelli said. Then he 
added, to Leake: 
“I want you to be more careful 
when you quote activities in my 
district.” 
COPS AND ROBBERS 
“Maybe I ought to whistle the 
theme song from ‘Dragnet,’ ” Leake 
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replied. “I never said anything 
about Gardena poker parlors. I 
don’t even know where Gardena 
is.” 
Leake’s reference U Dragnet, 
a popular radio-TV cops and 
robbers drama, apparently was 
a tie hi to his public contention 
that Jack Webb, star of the 
show, “could make more arrests 
than some sf the board’s en­ 
forcement officers.” 
Leake, a Democrat and news­ 
paper publisher appointed to the 
board by former Gov. Earl War­ 
ren, has been making a series of 
speeches openly critical of liquor 
law enforcement, the liquor lob­ 
byists who are active in Sacra­ 
mento during sessions of the Leg­ 
islature, and “one-cylinder politi­ 
cians who caddy for them.” 


CRITICAL STATEMENT 
In a speech to the county su­ 
pervisors convention at Lake Ta­ 
hoe last month, Leake made a 
reference to the Board of Equali­ 
zation which reporters promptly 
linked to Bonelli.
